HE times when the nations 

anxiously awaited the specches 
of the Chancellor of — the 
Reich are long past. The misuse 
of ambiguities and of threats 
hug ended by blunting their 
effects. Tt is also realised that. 
these haranrues, although they 
may express the Chancetlor's 
feaings, as often dissimulate as 
reveal his intentions, Attention 
is therefore concentrated on his 
acts rather than on his speeches, 
and it ig by acts that he will re- 
ceive his answer, by the organi- 
sation of a resistance against 
nny new kind of asgeression, 

The speech which the Chan- 
célor has made before the 
Reichstag cannot but strengthen 
this general slate of public opine 
ion. In his noble and so hu- 
mune message, President, Roase- 
vell. offered Uitler an opportun- 
ity te enter the path of peace 
without any loss of prestige and 
without in any way affecting the 
interests of the German people, 
who would have been the priici- 
pal beneficiary of the proposed 
collaboration. 

Instend of responding lo this 
appeal to his heart and his rea- 
son. Hitler preferred to embark 
upon a lengthy criticism of the 
action taken by the President of 
the United States and also of 
the attitude of the Western 
States of Europe, According to 
him, the latter are solely respon- 
sible for dhe international ten- 
sion, the initiators, together 
with Ruasia, of the coups -de 


foree and-of the attacks 
the rights of mankind. 
It is unnecessary to comment 
such language; it is known to 
the world that the Anschluss, 
the dismemberment and the par- 
tition of Czechoslovakia were 
followed by the onslaughts on 
Memel and Albania, by the ag- 
gression in Spain and in China, 
Jt is true that Hitler declares 
that he has not — resorted 
to an act of war. — Liter- 
ally, this is: exnet, But is 
not a threat of war equi- 
valent to an act of war, when 
accompanied by an ultimatum, 
by pressure of all kinds, when 
followed by invasions of armed 
forces and by the oecupation of 
the desired lervitories? Ts a vic- 
fin) no ress a victim when it can- 
not defend itself? 
N one point of his reply to 
Roosevelt, liowever, Hitler 
is right. Namely, when stating 
that all the neighbouring States 
of Germany had reteived from 
the Reich assurances and very 
definite proposals, he adds: “If 
Giese declarations are va ueless, 
any further declaration wouid be 
in the same case.” He thus re- 
calls tous at the very moment 
when he declares that the most 
sacred tusk of his life was — to 
bring about the Anschluss, that 
he said in his speech of May 
20th, 1936: “Germany has 
neither the intention nor the 
desire to intervene in the domes- 
tic policy of Austria nor to an- 
nex this country’, and that on

the very morrow of the Ansch- 
luss he had made similar state- 
ments with regard to Czecho- 
slovakia. If the engagements

But he invokes against this pro- 
cedure the example of the Lea- 
gue of Nations, just as if he 
were not the principal author of 
the failure of this organisation, 
and hig aversion (6 collective 
security, calculated to his mind 
to extend the risks of war. He 
is right in this sense that with- 
out this system the weak nations 
only are menaced; whereas 
thanks ‘to it, the aggressors 
would also be threatened. 

But it is above’ all the idea 
that he should lay down his arms 
just before a conference that is 
intolerable to him. “ He opposes 
the conception that the  Ger- 
mans should be arraigned like 
criminals before a court of jus- 
tice, and that they should not 
be invited to take part in the 
discussion on & footing of com- 
plete equality. This distrust of 
law, of free discussion and of 
pacific settlement is unfortun- 
ately significant.

To conclude, the master: of the 
Reich, maintaining his. prior 
standpoint, rejects the fruitful 
offers of collaboration offered 
by Mr. Roosevelt. The only new 
elements of his speech are the 
cenunciation of the two , pacific 
agreements.- If he does not 
completely reject the principle 
of a conference and the possibi- 
lity. of new agreements to re- 
place those denounced, the least 
thet can be said is tht he gives 
no reason to hope.

Everywhere the effortihas been 
to drive women from skilled to 
unskilled labour in domestic ser- 
vice, on the land and in factory 
war work, particularly in’ the 
making of poigon gases and 
plosives where they are employed 
“at dangerous and debilitating pro- 
cesses. 

Unemployed women are drafted 


to camps, where they wash, mend, , 


elean and must undertake to do 
all work in house, stable, garden 
and field and attend lectures in 
Nazi philosophy after their la- 
bour of ten to twelve hours. Re- 
ceiving no wages, with bad food, 
crowded together in sheds and 
barns, sleeping on straw, they 
live under an iron discipline and 
are liable to severe punishment. 


For girls between the ages of 

~ geventeen and twenty-one there 
is compulsory labour which is 
equivalent to men’s military ser- 
viec, Some are congregated 
camps for both domestic and mi 
tary aid work; others are drafted 
to domestic work. 


Civilisation has for many gen- 
erations made steady progress in 
the elimination of women from 
heavy agricultural labour. Under 
Nazi rule Germany compels. some 
of her most intellectually gifted: 
women. to such, work under .cony 
ditions approximating slavery!”

1 think I can reagsure you on 
that pyint. There is, at least, one 
thing to be said for war: it docs 
put a temporary stop to business 
as usual. War-time ts the only time 
. when the capitalist system works 
with any appearance of success, 
and therefore not as usual. 

For the first rulo of business-us- 
usual—which is to keep money 
short of whatever there is for sule 
—is relnxed for the duration. 
Whatever the nation wants, the 
Government secs there is money 
for it. This is because money, 
which can never be found for the 
aged, the destitute or the sick, can 
always be found for killing 
enemies. 


Sound economics is suspended.- 


War is abnormal, so we do ab- 
normal things. We even go to the 
length of using all the food we 
can get for cating. 

This sort of thing, of course, 
gives economists frightful pains. 
They say, “Oh, dear, look at all 
that lovely food being wasted on 
meals when it might be destroyed 
to maintain price levels!” And 
they talk gloomily about the hor- 
rors of war. 

‘Another thing that happens in 
war-time is that the nation re- 
gardy the land as stuff to grow 
things on. It seems u pity that. it 
is only during war that we realise 
some of the things the: are most 
worth fighting for—plenty of 
money and the use of our own 
land,
